the city to -apply water. 
The g eneral discussion concerning 
the I A ( ’. ex tension at the meeting 
was in reg ard to 
land 
values 
and 
rig ht-of-way.. 
It wa- g enerally ex ­ 
pressed by Rushville men that farm ­ 
ers who live off the rig ht-of-way of 
the pax posed route will reap 
some 
benefits if the line i> built and should 
therefore co-operate and meet 
with 
the land owners along the rig ht-of- 
way and 
help them in 
every way 
possible to procure the route. 
Since it has been specifically stated 
by Charles E. Henry, president of the 
11. A C.. that the line will not he ex ­ 
tended over any route 
where 
free 
rig ht-'of-way can not be obtained, it 
was urg ed by the merchants that 
every effort pos-ible he made to g et 
free land for the traction line. 
The value to farm s throug h which 
the line mig ht pa s s was discussed at 
leng th. 
Instances 
were 
cited 
by 
members of the 
assxK'ialtion 
where 
land was increased in value from ten 
to twenty-five dollars an acre by a 
traction line passing 
t h r oug h 
the 
farm. 
It was pointed out that farm ­ 
ers should not forg et this in making 
up their minds in reg ard 
to free rig ht- 
of-way. 
The condition of Rusbville’s water 
supply was considered by the mer­ 
c h a n ts and thoug hts were sug g ested 
which mig ht help in the water famine 
problem which is e nfronting R ush­ 
ville. 
It w as sug g ested that a reser­ 
ve ir in the bottom lands east of the 
eity would doubtless furnish a supply 
which Would be ampel for Rushville. 
It was pointed out that a deep reser­ 
voir mig ht be built and cemented on 
the sides, 
but not on the bottom. 
Then, it was shown, water which had 
bs'iii filtered by the natural 
proc e ss 
throug h the soil would come up into 
life reservoir from the bottom and 
would be as 
pure 
.as if a 
filtering 
plant were installed and surface or 
riVcr water were used. 
it was g enerally ex pressed by the 
merchant« that meters would not help 
the local situation much. 
Many m er­ 
chants ag reed that the meters would 
ave a lot of water but it was not the 
c< mm on belief th at the water saved 
by the use of meters would increase 
the supply so th at there would be no 
shortag e of w ater during the sum ­ 
mer months.

J ESUS THE HEALER. 


LESSON T E X T -M ark 1:29-45. 
GOLDEN TEXT—“Himself took infirmi­ 
ties, and b are our diseases.’’—M att. 8:17. 


Forty-one tim es St. Mark makes use 
of w hat is a distinguishing word in 
his gospel, “straightw ay,” or its esquiv ­ 
aient, “forthwith,” “immediately,” etc. 
Jesus, as was his custom, had b een 
worshiping in the 
synagogue, 
and 
while there he had performed a great 
work of healing insomuch that his 
fame spread throughout the Galilean 
country; and forthwith as they enter 
P eter’s house there is presented an­ 
other difficult case, 
“Simon 
Peter’s 
wife’s mother b eing sick of a great 
fev er.” 
It is a noticeab le fact in the 
life of Jesus that he had his own par­ 
ticular intim ate circle of friends with 
whom he lov ed to hold fellowship, 
the home in Bethany, and this home 
b elonging to Simon Peter, are illus­ 
trations. 
Why does God perm it sickness and 
sorrow to come to those who are 
m anifestly his most intim ate friends? 
To those who lov e him most? 
Surely all suffering is not caused b y 
sin directly, for many innocent ones 
suffer for the sins of the guilty; much 
is allowed “to m anifest God’s glory;” 
some suffering is to test our faith, re­ 
fining us as b y fire; and some m ust 
b e left to God’s inscrutab le wisdom, 
for surely we can allow him to do 
some things without explaining his 
acts to men. 
Note, howev er, 
that 
Jesus’ compassion caused him at once 
to show forth a b eautiful example of 
the sort of personal work he would 
hav e us do. 


W hat the Act Teaches. 
Now note that the ev idence of the 
cure is here also for “she m inistered 
unto them .” 
It m ust hav e b een a 
complete cure, else how could she' go 
at once ab out her household duties? 
This act teaches us not only the fact 


of The cure b ut also “that other lesson 
spoken of b y Jam es in his epistle, 
v iz., that the b est method of showing 
our faith is b y our works. 
God jus­ 
tifies the b eliev er through faith in his 
Son, b ut we are judged righteous b e­ 
fore the world b y our works. 
By her 
lov ing m inistrations to those of her 
household, and to Jesus 
who 
was 
their guest, this ancient mother-in-law 
showed her gratitude and lov e for this 
act of compassion on the 
part 
of 
God’s Son. 
God b less the mothers-in- 
law and stop our gossip. 
At the close of this b usy day we 
can in our imaginations see tlje crowd 
of the city gathered ab out Peter’s 
door. “At ev en, when the sun did set 
they b rought unto him all, etc.” 
One 
of the most charm ing and wonderful 
things ab out the Scriptures is that it 
says so much in so few words. 
One 
can feel himself a part of the crowd 
gathered at the close of that day, 
eager and anxious to see this new 
healer, and urgently, eagerly, present­ 
ing their lov ed ones that he may per­ 
form his healing m inistrations ere the 
shades of night shut him from their 
sight, or perchance he b egin a jour­ 
ney on the morrow’. 
The record is 
significant in the use of 
the 
word 
“all” in v erse 32, and “many” in v erse 
34. 
The next morning, “a great while 
b efore day,” Jesus goes apart for 
prayer. 
How much we need God’s 
presence and wisdom which can b e 
ob tained only b y “going apart” to 
the place of secret communion, espe­ 
cially in the day of our greatest suc­ 
cess and popularity. 
The danger of 
m aterial or other success is to turn 
m an’s thoughts away from God. 
As 
man contem plates the prowress of his 
own arm or the achiev ements of his 
own b rain the tem ptation is to trust 
himself and not to tru st God. 
Jesus 
knew the tests of serv ice b efore Him 
and the need of v ital contact with his 
Father. 
Hav ing gained this through 
this early morning watch, 
he 
was 
ready to reply to Peter’s unconscious 
test when he referred to Christ’s pop­ 
ularity b y saying that 
others 
had 
need of him. 
I must preach to them 
also, for this came I into the world. 
Chief End of Christ’s Ministry. 
The compulsion of a great mission 
gav e Christ no tim e to consider the 
popular acclaim, or longer to pause 
at Capernaum, 
though 
there 
were 
doub tless others who needed his min­ 
istrations. 
Healing of the b ody and 
the relief of human distress is not the 
chief end of Christ’s ministry. 
He 
came to estab lish a 
kingdom 
and 
must preach_the.go_o<L tidings, 
for

SHACKLETON TALKS 


the 
Antarctic 
Explorer 
Points 
Out 


Probabilities in the Case. 
London. March 8 .—Lieutenant Sir 
Ernest Shackleton, the south polar ex 
plorer, commenting on Capt. Amund 
sen's announcement that he discov 
ered the south pole, points out that 
Dec. 14 to 17 means that when he 
reached the geographical pole he wait 
ed three day s taking noon observ a­ 
tions, so as to accurately * determine 
his position and ex clude any uncer 
tainty . The adv antage of three day s 
observ ations, Lieutenant Shackleton 
ex plains, are these: 
Assuming that 
the ex plorer took a noon observ ation 
of the altitude of the sun and found he 
was at the pole a degree of uncertain 
ty would ex ist because of the slow 
movements of 
the sun. which com 
pletes a circle with a hardly percepti 
ble rise or fall. 
If an observ ation is 
taken on the second day at the same 
■pot and the difference of the declina 
tion of the sun in its north or south 
path corresponds with the observation 
the day before, and it does this on the 
third day , he may safely assume that 
his position is accurate. 
If he wag 
using the theodolite, which is undoubt­ 
edly a most accurate instrument, there 
Hi no doubt that he could ascertain the 
position of the pole to one mile.” 
Lieutenant 
Shackleton having 
in 
mind the conflicting earlier reports, 
raises the question, did Captain Scott 
reach the pole prior to Dec. 14? 
Ev en 
If he did, say s the lieutenant, the same 
meed of praise should be 
awarded to 
Captain Amundsen as the Norwegian 
would grant to Captain Scott if the 
conditions were rev ersed. Lieutenant 
Shackleton speculates on the possibil 
ly of the two ex peditions after reach 
ing the Beardmore glacier being in 
touch with each other sufficiently to 
be aware of their respectiv e mov e 
ments or ev en a conv ergence by dif­ 
ferent routes across the glacier with a 
dramatic meeting at the pole. 
Reading between the lines of Lieut 
enant Shackleton’s speculations, it is 
ev ident that he is inclined to think 
that Amundsen’s dogs and ski runners 
hav e beaten Scott’s ponies and pedes 
trians.

Burned to Death. 
Columbus, Ind., March 8 .—Virgil, the 
sev enteen-months-old son of Mr. and 
Mrs. John Anderson, was burned to 
death at their home in Ninev eh town- 
ship, Bartholomew county . 
The child 
and his four-y ear-old brother were left 
in a room together while the father 
and mother were doing the ev ening 
work at the barn. The children play ed 
with fire in the kitchen stov e. When 
Mrs. Anderson returned to the house 
the baby ’s clothing was burned off and 
the body was almost a crisp. 
The 
older boy ’s clothing was in flames, but 
he was rescued before his body was 
seriously burned. 


Trail Ended at River. 
Connersv ille, Ind., March 8 .—My s­ 
tery surrounds the disappearance from 
home of John Walsh, aged twenty -sev ­ 
en, who was last seen at 12:30 o’clock 
Wednesday morning. At day break his 
hat and coat were found on the west 
bank of White Water, a mile from his 
home.

The 
front end of the car was cav ed in and 
all of the cars behind it were jammed 
together, but they did not pile up and 
were not badly broken.
